Mrs. Kell Had Been in Poor Health 
for Many.

Mirs. Dora. Kell, 65 years old, !n a mt 
of despondency,. yesterday afternoon 4+ 
3:10 o’clock, while lying on a bed at her 
residence, 90 Courtland Street, slashed 
abdomen and breast with two table 
knives in n attempt to end her ie. 
She was taken to the Grady Hospital 
in an unconscious condition, and placed 
on the operating. table, Dr. Ellis at- 


tending. 

Mrs. Kell has been 
four years, coming here from Russia. 
She has, nearly ail her life, been a Con- 


stant sufferer and a nervous wreck. 
During the past. eigateen months about 
ten of Atlanta’s bes; known physicians 
have been treating her but no change 
in her condition could be noticed. 

Yesterday afternoon, while talking in 
a back room with her youngest daught- 
er, Lizzie, and a neighbor, she abruptly 
left them, going into an adpoining room. 
A few minutes later she went to tne 
front of the house and laid herself on 
a bed. A space of about five minutes 
elapsed, and the absence of the mother 
commenced to worry the daughter, Miss, 
Kell arose, saying to the neighbor: 
“Mither must be sick.” 

Upon enttering the room she found her 
parent partially dressed, but bieeding 
copiously frfom two big wounds, inflict - 
ed by the «wo table knives lying on the 
bed. Mrs. Kell was unconscious. Upen 
examination it was found’ she had cut 
one long gash. from. over the heart 
through the center of the boody to the 
right hip, and One across the lower 
part of the abdomen. 

The Grady . Hospital ambulance wes 
was called, and .took.the wounded wom- 
an to the hospital. She was on tAe 
operating tabie for four hours, between 
life and deth. wr. E.lis, who super- 
vised the operation, stated at a late hour 
last night that there were serious doubts 
as to whether Mrs. Kell would survive 
her injuries. 

The woman can hardiy speak Hng- 
lish, but has one son and two daugat- 
ers who have lived a nunmber of years 
in this city. 

She also has a husband living at 90

H. W. Macalister, chairman of the 
committee on uniform @lassification, is

After exhauBtive discussion of this 
subject, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

“After considering the uniform classi. 
fication of American cotton, this com- 
mittee is unanimously of the opinion 
that standard types should be adopted 
either by the United States government, 
or by an association of delegates from 
the cotton exchanges, cotton growers 
and cotton spinners, and that classiti- 
cation should be made upon grade ant 
color alone and not upon staple.’’ 

After considering the question of con- 
tracts on cotfon exchanges, this com- 
mittee is unanimously of the opinion 
that: “ 

“It. Standard contracts of 50,000 pounds 
should be adopted instead of 100 net 
weight. 

“2. That net weight tenderable shall 
not exceed | per cent above or below 
standard weight contracted for. 

‘'3. That actual tare, canvas,and bafids 
(bagging and ties in America) be al- 
lowed. 


Too Much Moisture. 

“Since the excessive amount of damp- 
ness in American cotton and the inad- 
equate allowance for same under ex- 
isting ‘cotton exchange rules are of 
serious importance to spinners, this com- 
mittee is of the opinion. that steps 
should be taken by the various asso- 
ciations here represented, with the view 
of remedying the evil of exeessive damp 
and place the question of claims, as ad- 
justed under the present rules of the 
exchanges, on a more equitable basis. 

Extend Warehouse Plan.

-to render a vdaat service to the cotton 
industry. He declared there was need 
in the cotton business for legitimate 
middie men, but showed the necessity cf 
eliminating the gambling element on 
the cotton exchanges. He said only Dy 
international organization could the in- 
tereSts of this world-wide industry be 
@afeguarded and the producer and men- 
ufacturer protected from the manipula- 
tions of outsde parties. He said: 

“Since the raising or lowering of th2 
annual price by only one cent represents 
@ difference of 18,000,000 pounds, or $90.- 
000,000, it is impossible to imagine any 
more important work in which grower 
and spinner could join Gambling in 
eotton futures is inimical to the iInter- 
ests of both.’ 

Mr. Macara said that cotton was large- 
ly sold in the poorer countries and that 
seven or eight million people in Indi. 
and China were not able to buy goods 
when the price was unreasonably hienh. 
He believes that the saving to he ac- 
complished by getting rid of outside mo- 
nopolies, would make possible great 
economy in the manufacture and hand- 
ling of cotton and yield larger returns 
to both producer and consumer. 

“The price of cotton should 
reduced to a level that will 
profit of the grower beyond a 
able Mmit. It will be advisable 
in years of plenty 
of partial failure.’ He continued: ‘It 
Was my painul duty in 1904 to lead « 
movement to reduce the hours of labor 
in our mills from 55 1-2 to 40 per week.

What he does not propose to tolerate and will not 
tolerate longer is that, having a product which he knows to be worth 15 
cents a pound, he shall be forced throvgh the manipulations of the exchange 
gambler and speculator to part with it at 12 cents or less. 

it is the instability of the price more than anything else that has been 
{responsible for trade disruption, affecting alike both spinner and producer, 
;and the speculator is largeiy responsibdle for this instability. 

All the spinner asks is that he shall receive the cotton at a fair price— 
its actual worth—controlled by the laws of supply and demand: and that 
it shall come to him well baled and properly protected from the de- 
| s‘ructive elements which injure. the staple. 

Upon this common ground, then, it should be easily. possible for spinner 
and producer to get together, and eliminate from all possibility of further 
evil to the trade this pernicious and destructive exchange gambling element. 

If they make this common cause of a common evil, it would mean the 
lend effectively and for all time of gambling in cotton. 

The cotton gambler lives upon that subversion of the law of suppiy and 
demand which he himself creates. The subversion of that natural law is 
eometeavite of legitimate trade. 

The instability of the price of cotton,. due to the frequent fluctuations 
caused by speculation and the irregular and unsystematic marketing of the 
crop, was, perhaps, the primary factor in bringing the Farmers’ Union into 
existence. The producer might plant for 12-cent cotton and get no more than 
8 or 10; thus were his profits and, perhaps, in large part, his livelihood 
wiped out. 

Likewise, instability in the price of the staple is the bane of the spin- 
ner who finds himself compelled to buy future contracts to protect his legiti- 
mate purchases. 

Here, then, it would seem, there is a common ground upon which pro- 
ducer and spinner might get together, forming a communion of interests and 
eliminating the speculator who creates that instability and makes of it his 
working capital, deriving from it illegitimate profits.

fast exhausting the resources fondly 
tuought to be inexhaustible, and that 
we are confronted by the impelling 
need ofan immediate halt. 

“We are face to face,” the presi- 
dent declares, “with the great fact 
that the whole future of the nation 


is directly at stake in the momentous 
decision which is forced upon us. 
Shall we continue the waste and de- 
stsuction of our national resources, or 
shall we conserve them? There is 
ro other question of equal gravity 
now before the nation.” 

There are some tolerably grave 
questions up for national adjudication, 
moreover, so that it need not be im- 
ag'ned that Mr. Roosevelt was deal- 
‘ng in exaggeration or hyperbole when 
he gave the issue of conservation of 
our natural wealth the preeminence. 

The casual reader is capable of the 
little analysis needful to corroborate 
the president’s assertion. A- nation’s 
natural resources are the basis of its 
wealth and greatness, its capital, as 
surely as is the health of the individ- 
ual. Dazed by the. versatility and 
volume of the possibilities which 
Providence has planted in the fields 
and forests and under the earth, we 
have entered upon a wanton expendi- 
ture of that capital, never considering 
the day when it might be exhausted 
Gr so radically depleted as to-amount 
to the same thing.

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Railroad Casualities. 

One of the most impelling of all 
reasons for the hostility to railroads 
which still exists in all parts of the 
United States, is the too frequent 
eccurrence of destructive wrecks. 

Wrecks are costly. They entail loss 
cf life and loss of property. They 
interfere with transportation and 
cause delays that are annoying to 
passengers and destructive to. bust- 
ress. 

In the recent disaster which befell 
a train bearing a party of two or 
tbree hundred Mystie Shriners, en 
route to the annual convention of the 
order at Los Angeles, 120 were killed 
erd injured. In the wreck on the 
boston and Maine railroad qa few days 
ago, fifty persons received more or 
less serious injuries. Numerous other 
accidents with slightly fewer casual- 
ties, have led the public to believe 
trat the roads are frequently guilty 
col criminal carelessness in this re- 
spect. 

Laws regarding the use of safety 
appliances are very often ignored; 


regulations adopted by.congress pro- 


viding a limit upon the hours of con- 
tinuous employment are not every- 
where being ‘strictly observed. In 
many cases the number of employees 
are not equal to the demands of ‘traf- 
fic. 

If the railroads should be forced 
te further reduce their working forces 
by reason of the stringency of the 
money market, this will be an addi- 
tional menace to safe travel. 

The reading public who are occa- 
sionally shocked by the news of rail- 
rcad disasters in various sections of 
the United States, may not have an 
accurate idea of the extent of the 
damage thus caused, Statistics pre- 
pared by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for the year 1906 present 
some totals that are nothing less than 
astounding. During that fiscal year 
10,618 persons were killed and 97,706 
icrjured by the railroads in the United 
States, as against 6,335 killed and 
25,027 injured in 1899. 

It is not sufficient answer to point 
io the tremendous railway mileage of 
this country, approximating one-half 
c{ the railway lines of the entire 
world. The showing is not a credita- 
bie one for the railroads. Deaths 
from wrecks here are vastly in ex- 
cess of the casualities in Europe, and 
the speed maintained on our lines is 
not very much greater than that main- 
tained abroad. 

The railroads have it in their hands 
t greatly reduce the number of 
t:omicides which are annually charged 
up to their account, and no effort of 
theirs to improve railway service 
would win the more prompt appreci- 
ation of the public. 

The congestion of traffic which is 
ept to prevail during the next few 
rionths, combined with the danger of 
fast trains, will present a constant 
menace to life. The most vigorous 
erd active efforts of the railroads will 
be needed to keep the tracks clear. 
An insufficient number of men and 
employees kept on duty beyond the 
period of human endurance are not 
conducive to safety and prompt ser- 
vice.

A Telephone Newspaper. 
‘From The Baltimore Sun.) 

In America comparatively ‘little {s known of 
the ‘‘telephone newspaper,’’ which enjoys 
much popularity at Budapest, Hungary. 
Nothing of the kind has been tried as yet in 
this country. though to be sure ina private 
Way more than many columns of gossip g0 
over the wires every day. 

At Budapest a regularly organized company 
which has a staff of more than persons 
delivers the news by wire Instead of by pa- 
per. A receiver will be put in a residence or 
place of business without charge and the 
newg delivered for but 2 cents a day. In 
Budapest more than 15,000 houses enjoy the 
‘*telefon-hirmondo,’’ as it is called. 

From 8 o’cTtock In the morning to 10 o'clock 

at night eight loud-voiced stentors shout the 
editor's ‘‘copy’’ between a pair of immense 
microphones, whence it is carried by wire 
to all parts of the city to be heard through 
telephone receivers. All kinds of news is 
thus sent out, just such as occurs in the 
daily papers—telegrams, political speeches. 
weather forecasts, etc. Furthermore, at 
stated hours concerts are heard by the sub- 
scribers, and they can sit at dinner or at 
cards and‘enjoy the best music in the city, as 
arrangements are made whereby the recitals 
at the opera house are received by micro 
Phones and transmitted. Preachers, lecturers 
and speakers generally speak to the public, 
also. The exact time of each news item is 
strictly regulated, so that a person always 
knows at what hour a certain class of news 
will be delivered, and he can listen or not as 
he chooses. 
' Special concerts for children are given once 
a week: and the service is extended to the 
hospitals and asylums where the sick and 
biind can hear. The owners of the system 
are pleased with it .as the cost of typesetting, 
printing and paper-is entirely eliminated.

STATE CANT PAY 
PASSAGE MONEY 


Allomey General Bonaparte 
Makes Ruling on Immigration, 


Washington, October 7.~—Attorney Gen- 
eral Bonaparte has rendéred an opinion 
in an importart case involving the right 
of a state to solicit immigration from a 
foreign country. 

He holds, that in the case submitted 
to him, the state violated the immigra- 
tion laws in paying the passage money 
of the immigrant, and that, in this re- 
Spect the state does not differ in law, 
from an individual. 

The case in point has been pending 
before the departmént of commerce and 
labor since August 5. On that date Ge- 
ronimo Garcia arrived in New Orleans 
from Cuba. By special board of in- 
quiry at the former place he was denied 
admission to the United States, The 
investigation developed the fact that his 
passage money had been paid by Regi- 
nald Dykers, an agent of the Louisiana 
State board of agriculture and immigra- 
tion, out of funds regularly appropri- 
ated by the estate legislature. He was 
given assurance that employment as a 
farm labrorer would be secured for him 
and he promised to return to the state 
the money advanced to him to pay his 
passage from Havana to New Orleans. 
No employer was selected for him, buf 
he was left free to work for whom he 
pleased. 

The case was brought by the state of 
Louisiana to test the immigration law. 
Several other southern states were ir- 
terested in thé matter, because they had 
been engaged in soliciting immigration 
to points within their borders. 

Promises of Employment. 

The attorney general’s opinion says: 

“The assurance given to Garcia Dy 
the state agents constitute, in my opin- 
ion, promises gor employment within the 
inhibition of the statute. While it is 
provided that aliens coming to this coun- 
try in consequence of advertisments by 
a state or its inducements to immigra- 
tion shall not be treated as coming 
under promise of employment, there is 
no exception in favor of a state in ref- 
erence to specific promises of employ- 
ment to individual immigrants, such as 
were held out to Garcia by the repre- 
sentatives of the state board.”’ ; 

The attorney general holds, therefore, 
“that on account of assurances of em- 
ployment that were given to Garcia as 
an inducement to his immigration h®¢ 
should be excluded from admission.,’’ 

It is expected that the state of Louisi- 
ana will carry the case into the courts 
in order to obtain a judicial determins- 
tion of the question which méans much. 
in the view of the authorities, to all o* 
the states of the south.

INSURANCE MEN 
FIGHT FOR DELAY 


Five High Officials Are Arraign- 
ed for Trial in New York 


New York, . October 7.—Efforts of 
counsel for five insurance Officials in- 
dicted as the result of the legisiative 
insurance investigation, to secure fur- 
ther delay of their cases, met with op- 
position on the part of District Alttorney 
Jerome before Justice Dowling, in the 
criminal branch of the supreme court, 
today. The officials under indictment 
are: John R. Hegeman, president of 
the -Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany; George W. Perkins and Charles 
S. Fairchild, formerly of the New York 
Life, and Walter R. Gillette and Rob- 
ert A. Grannis, ex-vice presidents of 
the Mutual Life. 

Moved to Dismiss Indictments, 

Motions were made by attorneys for 
the defendants asking that the indict- 
ments against their clients be dis- 
missed. They stated, however, that 
they were not prepared to argue such 
motions, and asked that a further de- 
lay of two or three weeks be granted 
in which to prepare the cases. 

Mr. Jerome insisted that the motions 
should be argued by Monday next. The 
attorneys, he said, had had from four 
to eight months in which to prepare 
their arguments, and every considera- 
tion had been extended them. The*mo- 
tions, he said, practically cal] for the 
dismissals of the indictments on the 
ground that they have not been found 
in accordance with procedure .or that 
they were found on illegal evidence. 
The court granted Mr. Jerome’s request . 
that he be permitted to anSwer oral] af- 
guments in brief form, attorneys mak- 
ing such arguments to furnish him Wass 
a printed transcript. 

Case of Georgwe Perkins. 

Counsel for John Hegeman, president 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, asked for a delay of two or 
three weeks. The district attorney oOp- 
posed granting the request, and the case 
was set down for next Monday. When 
the case of George W. Perkins, former 
vice president of the New York Life, .
